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FEED GRAIN PROGRAM FOR 1972 
HAS MANY CHOICES AVAILABLE 


Beween now and the signup 
period for the 1972 Farm Set- 
Aside Programs, January 17 • 
February 25, local producers 
will be carefully studying all 
their farm management options, 
according to Ralph Hamilton, 
County Farm Program Official. 

Details of the feed grain pro¬ 
grams for 1972 w'ere announced 
in mid-October by the U. S. De¬ 
partment of Agriculture. 

Essentially the 1972 Set-Aside 
programs expand on the policy 
of leaving to farmers the de¬ 
termination of what “mix” of 
crops to plant on their farms 
At the same time the prrograms 
are designed to increase farm 
income, help farmers get maxi¬ 
mum return on investment, and 
reduce excess carryover sup¬ 
plies,” Hamilton said. 

For feed grains, the 1972 
program raises the qualifying 
set-aside to 25 percent of the 
base acreage and offers farm¬ 
ers two new options for addi¬ 
tional voluntary set-aside. It 
also raises the feed grain set- 
aside payment. Included in 
the 1972 Feed Grain Program 
are corn, grain sorghum and 
barley. 

A wider choice in making 
their 1972 plans is offered to 
farmers with feed grain bases 
or wheat allotments since they 
may sign up for program par¬ 
ticipation and plant soybeans, 
corn, grain sorghum, barley or 
wheat, — singly or in any com¬ 
bination — to protect their farm 
base or allotment history. 

As in 1971, se-aside programs 
put no limits on crop acreage. 
On feed grain grown on partici¬ 
pating farms, loans will be avail¬ 
able on all production, with na¬ 
tional average loan levels of $1.- 
08 per bushel for No. 2 corn, 
$1.79 per hundredweight for 
grain sorghum, and 86 cents per 
bushel for barley. 

Detailing the feed grain set- 
aside program for 1972, Mark- 
well cited provisions as follows: 

For corn — farmers who sign 
up will set aside a qualifying 
acreage equal to 25 percent of 
their farm’s corn base, for 
which they will earn payments 
of 80 cents a bushel on the es¬ 


tablished farm yield times the 
acreage set-aside. 

At sign-up, a farmer may al¬ 
so, if he chooses, agree to set 
aside up to 10 percent more 
of his corn base, for which he 
will receive payment of 52 
cents a bushel times the es¬ 
tablished farm yield on this ad¬ 
ditional acreage. 

To assure that sufficient 
land is taken out of production 
Secretary Clifford M. Hardin is 
asking farmers, also at signup, 
to offer to set aside an addi¬ 
tional 5 or 10 percent, at the 
52-cent-a-bushel rate. If the 
regular set-aside is less than 
38 miHio acres the Secretary of 
Agriculture will announce by 
mid-March whether one or both 
of these offers will be accepted. 

Farmers have many choices 
to make in the 1972 Set-Aside 
Programs, emphasized Ham¬ 
ilton. Chairman of the Morgan 
County Agricultural Stabiliza¬ 
tion and Conservation (ASC) 
Committee. 

First of all, he said, is the 
choice by farmers who have 
feed grain bases to participate 
in the voluntary programs. 

For corn and grain sorghum 
farmers who decide to partici¬ 
pate, another choice will be 
whether to sign up for volun¬ 
tary set-aside up to 10 percent 
of their bases, and also whether 
to offer to set-aside 5 or 10 per¬ 
cent more at the option of the 
Secretary of Agriculture. 

He added, “It aslo means for 
1972 that a lot of decisions 
must be made this winter, 
since sign-up for the 1972 feed 
grain, is set for January 17 - 
February 25. Because of the 
options which the Secretary of 
Agriculture must decide on by 
mid-March, that sign-up period 
will not be extended, and farm¬ 
ers who may want to participate 
should underscore it on their 
calendars right now. 

“As soon as official detailed 
program information is receiv¬ 
ed in the County ASCS Office, 
we will get it out to farmers 
via mail, meetings, and all 
news channels. Phone calls, 
visits and letters of inquiry 
from farmers will be welcome.

SNOWY WINTER PREDICT¬ 
ED — Ray Geiger, editor of the 
155-year-old Farmers’ Almanac, 
was in Kentucky last week and 
told the Courier-Journal that 
v.’e are in for lots of snow 
tnis winter, also that Derby 
Day in May will be rainy. Last 
year, he predicted a pleasant 
day for the Derby — and it 
was. Geiger, who edits the an¬ 
cient almanac from a roll-top 
desk in a small town in Maine, 
makes his weather forecasts 
on the Almanac's secret formu¬ 
la. which takes into account sun 
spots, tides and the positions 
of the planets. 

The snowy-winter forecast 
was based on his reading of a 
persimmon seed.

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Full details are no-v available 
to Morgan County farmers on 
the upcoming election of ASC 
committeemen says Ralph 
Hamilton, Chairman of the 
Morgan County ASCS Commit¬ 
tee. 

ASC community committee¬ 
men elections this year will be 
held December 1. The ballots 
farmers will use to elect three 
regular members and two al¬ 
ternates to ASC committee will 
be mailed out about November 
19. A special effort is being 
made to make sure every eligi¬ 
ble voter in the County receives 
a ballot. 

“We would like farmers to 
‘voice their choice’ for good 
committeemen candidates who 
will effectively serve all the 
tanners in their community 
without regard to race, color, 
creed, sex or national origin,” 
Mr Hamilton said. 

Mr. Hamilton explained that 
after the community commit¬ 
tees are elected, three delegates 
from each newly-elected com¬ 
mittee attend a county conven¬ 
tion to fill vacancies on the 
County ASC Committee. The 
County Committees make all 
local farm program decisions 
and works with Community 
Committees in carrying out var¬ 
ious ASCS programs. ASCS 
programs in Morgan County 
are Burley Tobacco, Feed 
Grain, Rural Environmental 
Asst. Program. 

A farm owner, tenant, or 
share-cropper, 18 years old or 
older, is eligible to vote if he 
can participate in any ASCS 
program administered in the 
community where his farm is 
located. If he is not of legal 
voting age, he may vote in the 
ASC election if he supervises 
and conducts the farming op¬ 
eration on an entire farm. 

Mr. Hamilton said that any 
practicing farmer who has not 
received a ballot by November 
22 should apply for it at the 
county office.

SLADE, Ky. — Like a 
colony of ants, between 300 
and 400 conservatiommind- 
ed volunteers marched into 
Eastern Kentucky’s Red River 
Gorge yesterday to pick up 
tons of litter from miles of 
roads, trails and riverbeds. 

The cleanup was sponsored 
by the Sierra Club Cumber¬ 
land Chapter, which covers 
Kentucky and Tennessee, and 
the Daniel Boone National 
Forest.

Burley markets will open for 
1971 selling on Mon., Nov. 22, 
with an average price support of 
$71.50 per hundredweight. 

The 1971 sales date was set 
Thursday by the Burley Sales 
Committee, which also decided 
that sales will be held 314 hours 
per day and four days a week. 

The Burley crop this year 
will be the first sold under the 
new poundage quota. The sales 
committee resolved that not 
more than 340,200 pounds per 
day could be sold to each set 
of buyers. On a basket-selling 
basis, sales may be 1,260 bas¬ 
kets a day (360 baskets an hour 
for 3 14 hours). 

A resolution adopted by the 
sales committee asked that to¬ 
bacco not be weighed before 
Nov. 12, eight working days 
befora tha market opens.
